3. Claims 19-30 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 19-30, the prior art fails to disclose or make obvious an image sensor 
comprising, in addition to the other recited features of the claim, an array of optical path 
conversion elements selected from the group consisting of aspheric micro lenses and aspheric 
micro reflecting mirrors, wherein incident surface of each optical path conversion element has a 
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tangent line gradient value to convert the optical path of light incident slantingly on a peripheral 
area of the image sensor at a larger inclination angle as the peripheral area is away from the 
center of the image sensor to be identical with the optical path of light incident vertically on a 
central area of the image sensor to counterbalance the inclination angle of light incident on the 
peripheral area of the image sensor.
